Current events usually don't present 
excess opportunity to offer congratula- 
tions in a column of commentary; but 
let's try a series of “hats off” anyway... 

Or—there's good news this week: 

Innovative rulings by courts are 
refreshing, and also welcome, as long 
as they are just. 

So, it's time for “hats off" to a 
Michigan Judge who came up with a 
recent ruling which fit all four criteria- 
innovative, refreshing, welcome and 
just. 

Circuit Judge George Cook was 
caught in a delemma brought up by a 
broken home, and a 13-year-old son's 
death. The father wanted the boy buried 
in Grand Rapids, where the two had 
lived for the past 7 years: the mother, 
who had legal custody of the boy 
wanied him buried in the family plot in 
Virginia, where she now lives, 

According to published reports, the 
father had taken the son from Virginia 
several years ago in violation of court 
order. and only notified the mother 
where they were recently when the boy 
neared death. 

Faced with this dilemma, Judge Cook 


reached a Solomon-like decision. 


tn tha Ribla Ming Galaman wine 
Ming Sctomon was faced 


with two women who each faid claim to 
an infant son. solomon ordered the 
infant sliced in half. with an equal 
portion going to each women. In the 
Bible. the real mother refuted her claim 
fo Save the chitd’s lite: 
love of a true mother, 
awarded her the child. 

Judge Cook obviously was a Bible 
student. He ordered the boy cremated, 
and the ashes distributed between the 
parents. He said it was obvious both 
parents loved the boy and he made his 
decision so that “what they could not 
share in life, they may now share in 
death.” 

At this decision. the mother gave up, 
saying the boy could be buried in Grand 
Rapids because “I can't do that to him. 
Shortly. the father had a change of 
heart, too. He agreed that the boy could 
be buried in Virginia because, according 
io his iawyer. “te realized ihe mother 
needed the solace of having her son 
buried near her more than he did.” 

Congratulations to Judge Cook. 
Decisions like his will help restore the 
-confidence of the people in their court 
system. What worked for Solomon in 
Biblical times also worked for a 20th

Is there even more parable here? 

Let’s doff yet another hat to William 
Vasilakes, a Minnesota high school 
teacher, who decided ta do something 
about inflation. 

Vasilakes decided he would take no 
salary increase next year, but instead, 
in an effort to do his personal bit 
against inflation, would turn his $625 
increase back to the school board. 

“| remember the Depression years,” 
he said. “Those memories have made 
this inflation phase more painful to me 
than to some of the younger teachers.” 

Vasilakes, 55, has a present salary of
